Here, February 23, 1836, 
Santa Anna with 4,000 Mexicans shut 
in 151 Texans and men from the 
United Sattes commanded by Col.

Bombardment was 


kept up by the Mexicans for 
24 


hours and several assaults were re- 
pulsed. 
Travis sent for help • but 


only 32 men reached him and his 
men suffered greatly from fatigue 
and want of provisions. 
On March 


6 the Mexicans assaulted in force and 
were twice driven back by the little 
band with heavy losses. 
A hand to 


hand fight ensued in which, lacking 
time to load, the Texans clubbed 
their muskets and fought desperate- 
ly until only six were left 
alive. 


These, under Colonels David Crock- 
ett and Travis, surrendered under 
promise of protection but were killed 
by Santa Anna's orders. Some wom- 
en, a negro and one child alone were 
spared. The bodies of the dead were 
collected by the Mexicans, mutilated 
and burned. A few weeks later San- 
ta Anna was routed with immense 
loss and himself captured. This was 
at the battle of San Jocinto, when 
the rallying cry of the Texans was 
"Remember the Alamo."

Mexicans Meet Train.

General Gonzales boarded the train. 
A minute later he reappeared, fol- 
lowed by the guard that had escort- 
ed the prisoners from Chihuahua. 


The guard, dressed in uniform of 


bright yellow, pushed back the crowd, 
forming a lane through which Spills- 
bury and 1he troopers marched down 
the railway tracks. 


They were taken to the disinfecting

At the commandancia the troopers 


refused to discuss the Carrizal fight, 
their imprisonment or their return to 
the border.

Themselves and Carry Report of 


Battle to Pershlng—Later 


Escapes Himself. 


San Antonio, Tex.—The story of 


how Capt. Lewis S. Morey, commander 
of Troop K,' Tenth cavalry, severely 
wounded in the Carrizal battle be- 
tween American troopers and Car- 
ranza soldiers, escaped with four of 
his troopers and later forced his men 
to abandon him on the desert in order 
that they might^save themselves and 
carry his report of the fight to Gen- 
eral Pershing Is told in official dis- 
patches received at army headquarters 
here. 
The cold official reports add 


another story of heroism to the many 
that have come from the scene of the 
unequal battle In the Mexican desert. 


Later dispatches showed that Cap- 


tain Morey also managed later to re- 
turn to the American lines and Is safe. 


After the tide of battle had turned 


against the little American force, 
which was overwhelmingly outnum- 
bered by the Mexican soldiers, Cap- 
tain Morey with the three unwounded 
and one wounded men were together. 
The five men realized further fighting 
would be in vain and took'refuge in a 
hole 2,000 yards from the scene of the 
battle. 
There, while the Mexicans 


Captain Boyd said ho was going to 
Ahumnda at this time.

General Gomez was sent a

After about an 
hour's fire; In which both troops had 
advanced, Troop C to position of Mex- 
ican machine gun and Troop K clos- 
ing In slightly to the left, we were 
busy on the right keeping off a Hank 
attack.

The captain ordered everyone 
to dismount and we all got down. I 
was a horse holder, and I took charge 
of some animals while their riders 
stood at attention. 


"Next thing I knew, the shooting 


had started. I looked around. Cap- 
tain Boyd was down and I couldn't see 
him, 
I kept on looking. There were 


easily seven hundred of those 'greas- 
ers' around us. 
They had come up 


right out of the ground, forming a 
half circle. Our men kept on falling. 
The first shots came from a machine 
gun. It was trained right on us and, 
believe me, It talked fast. 


Trapped In Two Minutes. 


"It wasn't more than two minutes 


before the Mexican had surrounded us. 
We were right there in the middle, 
fighting like the dickens. .All around 
the horses were rearing and plunging. 
Every little bit a horse or a man 
would get a bullet and go down. 


"I couldn't fight, for I had tq_keep 


after those mounts. Pretty soon my 
own horse, a great big fellow, stag- 
gered 'and whiiinied.

Firers for Immediate Delivery— 


Orders 6,000,000 Cartridges. 


New York, June 30.—The war de- 


partment, it is learned, has been nble 
to obtain for immediate delivery, 
through the courtesy of the British 
government, 250 Lewis machine guns 
made by the Drlggs-Seabury Ordnance 
company for use in Europe. 
At the 


same time, because • cartridges of the 
kind hitherto used by United States 
troops are not suitable for the Lewis 
gun, 
the war department has ordered 


6,000,000 cartridges from the United 
States Cartridge company. The am- 
munition also was being manufactured 
on British specifications for shipment 
to the British forces.

They appealed to him to allow them

Their mili- 
tary training forbade any other course, 
and they departed.

Money's Report of Fight

Santo Domingo at 5:30 p. m. June 20. 
Met Troop C, tinder Captain Boyd. I 
came under Captain Boyd's command 
and marched my troop In rear for Car- 
rizal at 4:15 a. m. Reached open field 
to southeast of town at 6:30 a. m. 


"Captain Boyd sent in a note re- 


questing permission to pass through 
the town. This was refused. Stated 
we could go to the north, but not east.

"It wasn't more than two minutes 


before the Mexican had surrounded us. 
We were right there in the middle, 
fighting like the dickens. 
All around 


the horses were rearing and plunging. 
Every little bit a horse or a man 
would get a bullet and go down. 


"I couldn't fight, for I had tq_keep 


after those mounts. Pretty soon my 
own horse, a great big fellow, stag- 
gered and whinnied. 
They had hit 


him In the neck. 


"I put my hand on the spot where 


the blood was spouting out. 
Just 


then they hit me—In the shoulder. 


We Hadn't a Show. 


"We didn't have n show 
In the 


world, and I saw It. I cut the horses 
loose and, climbing on my animal, hit 
it for the thinnest part of the circle. 


"I went right through the Mexicans. 


My horse brushed two of them out of 
the way as we charged. 


"I owe my life to that horse, sure as 


you live. Don't you know, that animal 
was so brave and big hearted that he 
carried me along for ten miles before 
IB settled down to n walk. Five miles 
farther on his legs just gave out and 


went down.

room or library. Uso the selvage as 
a finish for the sides and across tho 
bottom; hemstitch a two-inch hem. 
An unusual way to decorate the cur- 
tains is to embroider a stencil pattern 
in greens and bronze. A quaint foli- 
age pattern would give the right ef- 
fect. 
Place the stencil on the cur- 


tains, and with a pencil mark the- pat- 
tern. By holding the pencil In an up- 
right position and following the c>t 
line of the stencil hoard, the outline 
can be readily traced. Simple, sketchy 
stitches should be used for the em- 
broidery, as a light shadowy effect is 
desired. Another unique color combi- 
nation is dull silver and orange; then 
when the light shines through the cur- 
tains the embroidery will emit a bright 
bit of color. This sort of curtain will 


look especially well in a room where 
blue is the dominating color.

Polishing and cutting ma- 
chines remove nil Irregularities In tho 
helmet, after which holes aro punched 
In the crown—some for ventilation, 
purposes, others for fastening on, tlia 
regimental crest.

then fastened on, and the helmet Is 
complete.

Begonias are admirable plants for 


growing in window boxes. The foliage 
of all begonias is attractive, but es- 
pecially so are the beautifully marked 
leaves of the Rex variety. The beef- 
steak, Gloire de Lorraine and other 
varieties may be expected to grow 
well and to flower under suitable con- 
ditions. 


Ferns In variety are available for 


the window box and may be selected 
at any florist's to suit the taste of the 
grower, but dwarf varieties are better 
suited for the room available. Ferns 
may be grown with begonias satisfac- 
torily. Both require a temperature 
lo'wer than the average living room. 


Coleus is another group of plants 


that may be grown in a window box, 
but they must have sun. The leaves 
of these plants have a. wide range of 
colors and markings as well as of size 
and shape. They must have,a'wanner i 


atmosphere than the plants already 
mentioned, a temperature of 55 to 60 
degrees at night being desirable. The 
mealy bug is often quite troublesome 
oh coleus. 


For an upright plant growing a foot 


or eighteen inches high aspidistra is 
satisfactory. Tho leaves of this plant 
grow In somewhat the same manner 
as garden flags, but there are varieties 
with variegated leaves as well aa 
those with green leaves.

Begonias are admirable plants for 


growing in window boxes. The foliage 
of all begonias is attractive, but es- 
pecially so are the beautifully marked 
leaves of the Rex variety. The beef- 
steak, Glolre de Lorraine and other 
varieties may be expected to grow 
well and to flower under suitable con- 
ditions. 


Ferns in variety are available for 


the window bos and may be selected 
at any florist's to suit the taste of the 
grower, but dwarf varieties are better 
suited for the room available. Ferns 
may be grown with begonias satisfac- 
torily. Both, require a. temperature 
lower than the average living room. 


Coleua is another group of plants 


that may be grown in a. window box, 
but they must have sun. The leaves 
of these plants have a, wide range of 
colors and markings as well as of size : 
and shape. They must have a warmer ' 


atmosphere than the plants already 
mentioned, a temperature of 55 to 60 
degrees at night being desirable. Tho 
mealy bug is often quite troublesome 
on coleus. 


For an upright plant growing a foot 


or eighteen Inches high aspidistra Is 
satisfactory. The leaves of this plant 
grow in somewhat the same manner 
as garden flags, but there are varieties 
with variegated leaves as well as 
those with green leaves.

and warty condition of the fruits 
which often appear on cucumber 
not more than an inch or two long 
render them unfit for pickling pur 
poses, go that in addition to th 
great reduction in yield caused bj 
the disease, many, if not all, ot th 
fruits produced by diseased vines art 
unmarketable. 


In the greenhouse the disease i 


quite similar in its principal symp 
toms to those round in the field, th 
principal differences being that th 
disease appears to be more virulent 
many af the plants wilting and dy 
ing. 


Nature of the Disease. 


The mosiac disease has recently 


been studied by the Michgian Ex- 
periment Station in co-operation with 
the Bureau of Plant Industry,' U. S 
Department of Agriculture, and by 
the University of Rochester in co- 
operatoin with the Cornell' Univers- 
ity Agricultural Experiment Statioi: 
and its nature discovered. It belongs 
to the same class as the other mo.soac 
diseases of tobacco, potato, tomato 
poke weed and other plants, which 
have been known for smoe time. 
The exact cause of this class of trou- 
ble has not been discovered, but it 
is considered to be what is known as 
a filterable virus', an agent of infec 
tion which is so finely divided that 
it will pass through a porceialn filter 
and still retain its ability to repro- 
duce the disease when injected into 
healthy plants. The sap or juice of 
any portion of a diseased vine if in- 
jected into a healthy vine will pro- 
duce the disease. The period of in- 
cubation, that is, the time which 
elapses from the inoculation of the 
vine to the first visible symptoms of 
the disease, in the greenhouse, 
is 


from 7 to 14 days, while in the field 
It is usually 14 to 26 days. 
The 


agencies of transmission of the dis- 
ease from diseased to> healthy plants 
are doubtless many. 
It has been 


definitely 
proven that plant lico 


transferred from diseased to healthy 
plants will carry the disease. It is 
highly probable tha tother insects 
will be found^tq act as carriers. 
It 


is also practically certain that the 
disease is' spread by pickers when 
harvesting the cucumbers. 


Control Measure. 


Judging'from the nature of the 


disease and from the preliminary-ex- 
periments thus far carreid out, the 
remedial measures indicated by our 
present knowledge are (1) the eardi- 
cation or control 
of insect pests 


whic hact as carriers of the disease, 
and (2) the application of sanitary 
measures to eliminate the sources of 
infection., ,10 
be most 
effective, 


these methods must be carried out by 
all the farmers of a community.

should b estarted as soon as the 
plants are up and continued through- 
out the season. The fields should be 
gone over repeatedly throughout the 
season, especially previous to the be- 
ginning of pickling, and all mosiac 
diseased plants pulled and destroyed, 
as well as plants" with .which they 
have come in contact.

Owing to the fact that greenhouse 


conditions are much, more completely 
under control than field conditions', 
it would ssemi an easier task to con- 
trol the disease there. ' As previuosly 
stated for field control, al Idlseased 
plants should be pulled and destroyed 
as soon as found and the insects 
should be eradicated to prevent their 
spreading 'the disease.

hoping." Was ever hope more for- 
lorn than thiss? 
And yet the sample 


we have given hero fairly represents 
t t i ( > attitude, perhaps, of 50 per cent 
of all the dailies of the country Ir. 
which we have .found comment on 
the subject. 
Nothing better serves 


to illustrate the potency of a well- 
ecjiiipped and well-manned publicity 
department. The 
monopolists- and 


manipulators of oil and its by-prod- 
ucts, have, it must ho confessed, suc- 
cocd'ed marvelously in convincing the 
minors of the country that to hope 
for lower prices is to hope in vain. 


How have they done this? By ccn- 


t n i u a l l y harping upon the point that, 
like everything else in tho commodity 
l i n e , ' t h e price of petroleum and of 
its products is regulated by the law 
of supply and demand. 
This argu- 


ment was brought, to tho attention ot 
Tiic C'liristion Science Monitor, and, 
upon investigation, it found that, if 
the claim were sound, the pi'ico of 
gasoline should this year be vei-y 
much lower than it was two years 
ago, 
instead ot very much higher, be- 


cause production ot crude petroleum, 
from which gasoline is derived, was 
constantly increasing out of propor- 
tion to the demand. 
The oil inter- 
ests had misintrepretcd a report of 
the Secretary of the Interior so that 
it was made to back up their state- 
ment to tho contrary. Examination 
of 
the 
report 
of this 
newspaper 


showed 
that 
Secretary Lane had 


found the production of crude oil to 
be increasing in much greater ratio 
than consumption. 
But neither the Sherman law nor 


the law of economics, it seems, can 
hold the oil muoopolists. 
They arc 


a law unto thmeselvcs. Thus, John 
(',. Millmrn, of the Standard Oil Com- 
pany of Now Orleans, questioned the 
other rlay, said Ins company set its 
price by deinnad and not by the cost. 
He said that whenever 
there is a 


great demand for anything a much 
high.'r price can be asked than usual. 


We see here that the Standard Oil 


companies, at least, have a method of 
••barging for their products that has 
nothing whatever to do with the cost 
of production. 
Tho point is, that If 


you are in neod 
of anything those 


orporalions produce, or 
refine, or 


ell through their various kinds of 
agencies, or sub-corporations, their 
particr.lar business is to find out how 
badly you need it, and then to charge 
you "aceorldngly. 
As they treat the 


i n d i v i d u a l , of course, so they treat 
the public. 
It is; none of the public's 


business what it costs to produce oil 
or to refine it or lo market it. 
If 


the public wants and must have tho 
oil or the gasoline than the monopo- 
list in this line puts on all the price 
the public will bear. That is to say, 
using the language of the plain peo- 
ple, 
which is always expressive and 


to the point, the oil monopolists learn 
from the public bow much it needs 
their commodities and "soa]<s" it ac- 
cordingly. 


The most remarkable thing about 


ill this is that the public takes the 
continuous imposition 
so good-na- 


turedly. 
Especially when it "is1 the 


oal owner of the oil fields.—Chris- 
tian Science Monitor.

the industry of Ri-owlns cucumbers 
for pickling Is centered, particularly 
ill the states of Michigan, Wisconsin, 
Indiana, Illinois and .Minnesota. 
In 


greenhouses, the disease was report- 
ed from Illinois as early as lilOS, and 
is known to occur to a mor«? or less 
limited extent in New York, Louisi- 
ana, Pennsylvania and other states, 
liocent investigations of the disease 
have resulted in the discovery of its 
nature, that it is clo.sely related to 
mosiac diseases of other plants, and 
the present indications are that it 
can bo controlled by the introduc- 
tion of sanitary measures and Insect 
control 
methods. 
Further 
experi- 


ments with control measures are bo- 
ing carried out. 
Appearance of Diseased IMiints 
The mosiac disease is commonly 


known in Michigan, Indiana and Wis- 
consin a.s "white pickle." In .Minne- 
sota it is commonly 
called "nub- 


bins." 
The disease is characterized 


in the field by definite plant, fruit, 
and leaf symptoms. When plants are 
attacked while very young they are 
markedly dwarfed by the action of 
the disease, growth is slow, th erun- 
ners are very much shortened, t he- 
leaves are correspondingly reduced 
in size, the plants blossom sparingly, 
and the? amount of fruit is very much 
reduced. When older plants become 
diseased the principal visible effects 
are on the subsequent growth of 
vines and fruit, the vine tips and 
leaves being dwarfed and mottled and 
the 
fruit 
malformed as described 


elsewhere. 
The levaes of diseased plants are 


dwarfed, often curled and wrinkled, 
and usually have a mosiac or .mar- 
bled appearance in which areas of 
light and dark green alternate. 
In 


some cases the leaves brown and die. 
1 


back from the tip. 
The fruits are very conspicuously 


affected, being dwarfed, more or less 
mottled or blotched with areas ol 
darker greeii on a 
background of 


light green, greenish yellow, or al- 
most white. 
In the most decided 


cases the green areas are raised and 
appear as definite warts or protu- 
berances, sometimes of considerable 
size ,and the fruits take on many 
abnormal shapes. In some casns the 
fruits are almost white, hence, tin; 
name "white pickle." 
This name 


probably is due to a confusion of this 
diseased condition with the 
white 


or albino which typically boar whitfi- 
colored pickles, and which have been 
known to occur occasionally in fields 
for many years. 
iue discoloration 


and warty condition of the fruits, 
which often appear on cucumbers 
not more than an inch or two long, 
render them unfit for pickling pur- 
poses, so that in addition to the 
great reduction in yield caused by 
the disease, many, if not all, of the 
fruits produced by diseased vines are 
unmarketable. 


In the greenhouse the disease is 


quite similar in its principal symp- 
toms to those found in the Hold, the 
principal differences being that the 
disease appears to be more virulent, 
many af the plants wilting and dy- 
ing. 


Nature of tlie Disease. 
The mosiac disease has recently 


been studied by the Mlchgian ICx- 
periment Station in co-operation with 
the Bureau of Plant Industry, U. S. 
Department of Agriculture, and by 
the University of Rochester in co- 
operatoin with the Cornell Univers- 
ity Agricultural Experiment Station 
and its nature discovered. It belongs 
to the same class as the other mosiac 
diseases of tobacco, potato, tomato, 
poke weed and other plants, which 
have been k«own for smoe 
time. 


The exact cause of this class of trou- 
ble has not been discovered, but it 
is considered to be what is known a.s 
a filterable virus, an agent of infec 
tion which is so finely divided that 
it will pass through a porceialn filter 
and still retain Us ability to repro- 
duce the disease when injected into 
healthy plants. The sap or juice of 
any portion of a diseased vine if in- 
jected Into a healthy vine will pro- 
duce the disease. 
The period of in- 


cubation, that is, the time which 
elapses from the inoculation of the 
vine to the first visible symptoms of 
the disease, in the greenhouse, 
is 


from 7 to 14 days, while in the field 
it is usually 14 to 25 days. 
The 


agencies of transmission of the dis- 
ease from diseased to healthy plants 
are doubtless many. 
It has been 


definitely 
proven 
that plant lice 


transferred from disused to healthy 
plants will carry the disease. 
It is 


highly probable tha tother Insects 
will be found to act as carriers. 
It 
is also practically certain that the 
disease is spread by pickers when 
harvesting the cucumbers. 


Control Measure. 


Judging'from the nature of the 
disease and from the preliminary ex- 
periments thus far carreid out, the 
remedial measures indicated by our 
present knowledge are (1) the eardi- 
cation or control 
of insect 
pests 


whic hact as carriers of the disease, 
and (2) the application of sanitary 
measures to eliminate the sources of 
infection. 
To 
be 
most 
effective, 
these methods must be carried out by 
all the farmers of a community. 


Rigid 
inscet 
control 
measures 


should b estarted as soon as the 
plants are up and continued through- 
out the season. The fields should be 
gone over repeatedly throughout the 
season, especially previous to the be- 
ginning of pickling, and all mosiac 
diseased plants pulled and destroyed, 
as •well as plants" •with which they 
have come in contact. 


Owing to the fact that greenhouse 
conditions are much more completely 
under control than field conditions, 
it would seem an easier task to con- 
trol the disease there. As previuosly 
stated for field control, al Idlseased 
plants should be pulled and destroyed 
as soon as found and the insects 
should be eradicated to prevent their J 
spreading the disease.

consumptive. Two months 


after maniag'e the husband died. 'Che 
wife showed unmistakable evidences 
of the disease not long after and 
went back home to be cared for by 
her mother. 


The patient was stubborn and 


would take no precautions whatever. 
She would not use paper napkins nor 
old clothes which could be burned, 
but insisted upon using handker- 
chiefs that needed to be laundered. 
She even went so far as to insist on 
sleeping with her mother. Inasmuch 
as there were no hospitals or sana- 
toria to which she could be taken 
her family had to put up with her 
whims until her death, which oc- 
curred about a year after that of her 
husband. 


The mother had been a very strong 


and helathy woman, but about six 
months alter her daughter's death 
she began to show symptoms of 
tuberculosis and died about eighteen 
months later. 


Shortly after the mother's death 


the only son married, and the three 
sisters wh owere still at home left, 
believing they might escape the dis- 
ease if they moved into 
different 


quarters. In a short time .however, 
the youngest sister came down with 
the disease. 
The oldest, a dress- 


maker, nursed and waited on her 
most of the time. Part of the time, 
however, the patient was cared for 
in the home of a married sister, 
"where she could see more of the 
baby." 
She was at the married sis- 


ter's home about two mouths, when 
she became so weak and needed so 
much attention that she was taken 
home. In a short time she died. In 
the moiintime the brother became ill 
and died of tuberculosis. 


The oldest sister, who had served 


so long as a faithful but uniustructecl 
nurse, contracted throat trouble, and 
after several operations and hemor- 
rhages was advised to leave this cli- 
mate. She went to Texas and lived 
there in poor health until a few 
months ago, when she, also, died of 
tuberculosis1. 


The only members of the imme- 


diate family who escaped the dis- 
ease were the two who wre not at 
home when the first victim was af- 
flicted, but the tragic story is not 
yet completed. The baby spoken of 
above as being'in intimate contact 
with one of the sick aunts, lived 
until he was about twelve years of 
age when he contracted spinal menin- 
gitis (unduobtedly tuberculous) and 
suffered 
terribly 
for 
about 
two 


months, when he died—the last vic- 
tim, we trust, in this family which 
has paid s odearly for the careless- 
ness and indifference of Miss S.

The 
wife showed unmistakable evidences 
of the disease not long after and 
went back home to be cared for by 
her mother. 
The patient was stubborn and 


would take no precautions whatever. 
She would not use paper napkins nor 
old clothes which could be burned, 
but insisted 
upon using handker- 


chiefs that needed to be laundered. 
She even went so far as to insist on 
sleeping with her mother. Inasmuch 
as there were no hospitals or sana- 
toria to which she could be taken 
her family had to put up with her 
whims until her death, which oc- 
curred about a year after that of her 
husband. 
The mother had been a very strong 


and helathy woman, but about six 
months after her daughter's death 
she began to show symptoms 
tuberculosis and died about eighteen 
months later. 
Shortly after the mother's death 


the only son married, and the three 
sisters wh owere still at home left, 
believing they might escape the dis- 
ease if they moved into 
different 


quarters. In a short time .however, 
tho youngest sister came down with 
the disease. The oldest, a dress- 
maker, nursed and waited on her 
most of the time. Part of the time, 
however, the patient was cared for 
in the home of a married sister, 
"where she could see more of the 
baby." She was at the married sis- 
ter's home about two months, when 
she became so weak and needed so 
much attention that she was taken 
home. In a short time she died. In 
the meantime the brother became ill 
and died of tuberculosis. 


The oldest s.ister, who had served 


so long as a faithful but uninstructed 
nurse, contracted throat trouble, and 
after several operations and hemor- 
rhages was advised to leave this cli- 
mate. She went to Texas and lived 
there in poor health until a few 
months ago, when she, also, died of 
tuberculosis'. 


The only members of the imme- 


diate family who escaped the dis- 
ease were the two who wre not at 
home when tho first victim was af- 
flicted, but the tragic story is not 
yet completed. The baby spoken of 
above as being in intimate contact 
with one of the sick aunts, lived 
until he was about twelve years of 
age when he contracted spinal menin- 
gitis (unduobtedly tuberculous) and 
suffered 
terribly for 
about 
two 


months, when he died—the last vic- 
tim, we trust, in this family which 
has paid s odearly for the careless- 
ness and indifference of Miss S. 


For her the excuse can be made 
that twenty years ago such careless- 
ness and indifference were far more 
common than they are today.

refer* ncc to an impartial Federal tribujnal. 


With these employes, whose efficient service is acknowledged^, the railro«ds 


have no differences that could not be considered fairly and decided justly by iuch 
a public body. 


Railroads Urge Public Inquiry and Arbitration 
The formal proposal of the railroads to the employes for the settlement of 


the controversy is as follows: 
i 


"Our conference* have demonitratcd that we cannot harmonize our differencea of opinion and that er»tua)I)r Ibf 
matters in controversy must be passed upon by o^h'er and disinterested agencies. Therefore, we propose that your 
proposal] and the proposition of the railways be disposed of by one or the other of the following methods: 
1. Preferably by submission to the Interstate Commerce Commission, the only tribunal which, by reason of itc 
accumulated information bearing on railnay conditions and its control of the revenue of the railway*, is In « paw* 
lion to coniider and protect th« rights and equities of all the interests affected, and to provide additional revenue 
accessary to meet the added colt of operation in case your proposals are found by the Commission to be fust and 
reasonable; or, in the event the Interstate Commerce Commission cannot, under existing laws, act ia the premises. 
that we jointly request Congress lo take such action aa may be necessary to enable the Commission to consider ust 
promptly dispose of the questions involved; or 
1. By arbitration in accordance with the provision! of the Federal law" (The Newlanda Act).

Leaders Refuse Offer and Take Strike Vote 


Leaders of the train service brotherhoods, at the joint conference held in New 


York, June 1-15, refused the offer of the railroads to submit the issue to arbitration 
or Federal review, and the employes arc now voting on the question whether 
authority shall be given these leaders to declare a nation-wide strike. 


The Interstate Commerce Commission is proposed by the railroads a* the 


public body to which this issue ought to be referred for these reasons: 


No other body with iuch an intimate knowledge 


•f railroad conditioni has suck an unquestioned posi- 
tion in the public confidence. 


The rates the railroads may charge the public lot 


transportation are now largely fixed by 'tkis Gorenv- 
•ent board. 


Out of every dollar received by the railroads from 


the public nearly one-half it paid directly to th* em- 


ployes aa wages; and the money to pay increased wa|t> 
can come from no other source than the rate* paid 
by the public. 


The Interstate Commerce Commission, with it* con- 


trol over rates, is in a position to make a complete 
investigation and render such decision a* would pro- 
tect th* interests of the railroad empl&yes, lh< owncn 
of th* railroad*, and the public. 


A Question For the Public to Decide 


The railroads feel that they have no right to grant a. wage preferment of 


$100,000,000 a year to these employes, now highly paid and constituting only 
one-fifth of all the employes, without a. clear mandate from a public tribunal th*t 
shall determine the merits of the case after a review of all the facts. 


The single issue before the country is "whither this controversy it t»>be settled by a* 


impartial Government inquiry or by industrial warfare.

!o a mighty absorbing and a>vvays alluring game, be- 
cause, as a rule, tho stakes are high. Competitors 
are numerous because, if a hit is made, the pay is 
sure. 


At the present writing some ninety-nine millions 


(in fresh crinkly notes of Uncle Sam worth 100 per 
cent of each 100 cents) are Involved. That Is cases 
are now pending In the court of claims calling for 
$08.730,11570 


A judgment by tho court of claims, unless reversed 


by the United Slates Supreme court, Is as good as 
cash. It follows that the prl/.e of prizes in legal cir- 
cles today is some sort of a fairly well substantiated 
claim against the United States government 
In- 


numerable such claims are discovered and made. The 
cases now pending number more than ten thousand. 


Needless to say if all or any considerable part of 


this ninety-nine million dollars Is paid it will come 
out of the United States treasury—I. e., out of the 
pockets of the people of the United States. There- 
fore, on this firing line tho people have their repre- 
sentatives, the sime consisting of a numerous 
staff of attorneys retained upon salaries by Uncle 
Sam 
Nominally their chief Is the attorney gen- 


eral, but the attorney general in person is en- 
grossed with greater matters—the construction 
and enforcement of the greater laws, particularly 
tho antitrust laws 
He has very little time to 


devote to "routine." 


The gentleman in actual charge, therefore, Is 


the "assistant attorney general in charge of the 
defense of suits against tho United States ' Un- 
der the present administration this gentleman Is 
Mr Huston 'ihoropson of Denver, Colo., former 
classmate at Princeton of President Wilson. Mr. 
Thompson holds one of tho many big submerged 
jobs in the government service. 


This Denver man, the records show, has Injected 


western hustle Into his job 
When he came into 


the office he found the dockets pf the court of 
claims cluttered up with some twenty-odd thou- 
sand cases. Now the total Is 10,705 cases. 


Tho claims run all the way from a few thousand 


dollars into the millions. They originate for the 
most part in tho numerous contracts made by all 
departments of the government for the building of 
battleships, cruisers, and other vessels; the erec- 
tion of public buildings; dredging and improve- 
ment of rivers and harbors; the building and main- 
tenance of dams, locks, and seawalls; reclamation 
projects; construction of dry docks; contracts for 
army supplies; contracts with mall contractors 
and railroad companies for carrying mails; claims 
for the alleged use and infringement of patented 
devices; and suits where it is contended that an 
implied contract exists. 


In amount the so-called "Divisor case" Is the 


largest. The railroads are attacking the validity 
of an executive order issued in 1907 which bases 
compensation for carrying the mails upon a divi- 
sion of the total weight by seven rather than by 
six. It is a contention that a seven-day week 
rather than a six-day week was meant in the 
statute covering railway mail pay. If the govern- 
ment loses this case it must pay to the railroads 
over $40,000,000. 


One of the highest dams in the world has pro- 


duced one of the biggest law suits in the world. 
As is shown by the accompanying picture, this 
dam is a bigger proposition, as far 3.9 height goes, 
than the United States capitol building with its 
enormous dome at Washington, D. C. It is the 
dam which stores water for the Shoshone irriga- 
tion project in Wyoming. 


The contestants are endeavoring to collect more 


than $800,000 in addition to the $1,338,000 allowed 
under the terms of the contract as interpreted by 
the United States reclamation service. The orig- 
inal contractors went into bankruptcy after the 
flrst year s work on the 3ob and the bonding com- 
pany behind the contractors took over the con- 
tract. An unprecedented spring flood in tie Sbo- 
shono river, accompanied by a run of saw logs 
from a mill operated a mile or so above the site 
of the dam. washed out the temporary works 
which had been stalled preparatory to the con- 
struction of the present concrete dam. 


It is also alleged that the government made re- 


quirements not specified in the terms of the orig- 
inal contract which necessitated the removal of 
the foundation of the dam 12 feet upstream. It is 
sought to fasten on the government responsibility 
for the run of saw logs and it is contended that 
the requirements of the government engineers 
were unusual and unnecessarily strict 


The contentions of the United States, on the 


other hand, are that neither contractor appre- 
ciated the peculiar difficulties of the work under- 
taken; that the plant and material brought on the 
ground for the performance of the work was con- 
spicuously Inadequate; that the engineers em- 
ployed by the contractors were incompetent and 
inefficient and not qualified by training and experi- 
ence for the undertaking of such a work; and, in 
short, that all of the difficulties encountered grew 
out of the negligence, inefficiency and improper 
methods of the contractors. 


The claims growing out of naval matters are 


numerous and large. There is a device used in 
manufacturing torpedoes which is known as a 
"superheater." It is a contrivance whereby fuel 
is burned in the compressed air driving the motor 


by which the torpedo is propelled, so that the com- 
presseo. air is heated to a high pressure before its 
oners}' is utilised. Its use increases the speed and 
range of torpedoes 


The question now is whether the United States 


must pay the E W. Bliss company $500 per tor- 
pedo purchased by tho United States during the 
last five jears containing this device. The total 
amount at issue is $225,000 It is an intricate pat- 
ent case, the decision of which depends upon 
whether patents held by the Bliss company cover 
tho type of "superheater" used in the American 
torpedo. 


Litigation over sixteen years old involves the 


question whether the United States government 
must disgorge more than $340,000 in addition to 
tho million already paid for the government dry 
dock at the League Island Navy yard, Philadel- 
phia. The contractor claims he was compelled to 
make a much greater excavation than was specified 
in the terms of tho contract covering the work. 
The answer of the government is that the con- 
tractor did not follow the method recommended 
by tho board of naval engineers, which had studied 
the matter, and hence was himself responsible and 
liable for the extra cost. 


The court of claims has sustained the contrac- 


tor and the department of Justice is now asking 
the Supreme court to overrule the court of claims. 


Whatever the government may have to pny for 


generally 1s valued at astonishingly high figures. 


A submarine case involves $400,000. It hinges 


upon a string of patents on buoyance-reguiating 
apparatus for submarine boats. 
The Electric 


Boat company is back of the case. It claims "that 
the invention described and claimed in said sev- 
eral letters patent, and each of them, are and have 
been recognized to be o£ great utility and value 
in the construction and operation of submarine 
boats." The original inventor, Lawrence Y. Spear, 
assigned hig rights to the Submarine Boat com- 
pany. It is carefully pointed out that "Spear was 
the original, first and sole Inventor of the im- 
provements." and it is then dpclared that the Unit- 
ed States has used the inventions without license 
and has neglected and refused to pay royalty. 
About the right thing for Uncle Sam to do, it is 
alleged, is to pay the Electric Boat company $100,- 
000 per submarine boat containing the Spear ap- 
paratus. At the date of the filing of the brief, De- 
cember 10, 1915, four such boats were in use. The 
case, however, Involves a demand for another 
$100.000, for each boat built subsequently by the 
United States in which the inventions are used. 


Land-grant railroads, under the terms of their 


charters, are required to carry troops of the United 
States free 
The question has now come up as 


to whether the National Guard when transported 
to the annual maneuvers in various parts o£ the 
United States "are troops of the United States." 
As the test case stands the Southern railroad asks 
for $2,447.90 for the payment of railway fares for 
the transportation of officers and men of the Ala- 
bama National Guard and the Mississippi National 
Guard from points in Alabama and Mississippi to 
the United States military post and camp at 
Chickamauga Park, Georgia, in 1908 and 1910. 
When finally disposed of, however, a much larger 
amount will be involved. It will set a precedent 
under which, if the Southern railroad is successful, 
other of the land-grant railroads will come into 
court and ask pay for transporting the militia. 


The established practice of the war and treasury 


departments is that the organized militia when 
participating with the regular army at a military 
camp at joint maneuvers and field instructions are 
entitled to the pay, subsistence and transportation 
allowances of the 
officers 
and 
men of 
the 


regular army; that said organized troops when 
so transported are traveling under orders of the 
war department, and payment for their transpor- 
tation can only be made on the same basis appli- 
cable to the regular army This would mean that 
transportation for militia over land-grant railroads 
would be subject to the land-grant deductions 
made for the transportation of regulars. It Is 
held that the. expression, "troops of the United 
states." as used in land-grant acts is sufficiently 
broad to include organized militia when traveling 
under the orders of the war department. 


The court of claims has already held that the 


members of the National Guard do not become 
"troops of the United States" until they are 
called out and mustered into the federal service by 
the president. Hence, this court has declared that 
the Southern railroad ought to be paid the estra 
$2,447.70. 
To this judgment the department of 


justice demurred and is now asking the Supreme 
court for a review of the case. 


That little vest-pocket stamp book, with a dozen 


stamps in it, price 25 cents, is the subject of a law- 
suit in which Uncle Sam is ashed to pay more 
than $1,000,000 damages. It is declared to'be roy- 
alties due the patentee of the stamp-book idea. 


The case goes back to 1898 
In that year, 


through Senator Penrose, two models of a stamp 
book patented by Frank G. Farnhani, together with 
a printed pamphlet explanatory of the device, were 
referred to the then third assistant postmaster 
general. John A Merritt was third assistant at 
the time and replied that "the department deema 
it inexpedient to sell postage stamps in the way 
proposed 
However, after July 1, 1899, the tben 


third assistant postmaster general, Edwin C. Mad- 
den, designed without knowledge of the existence 
of the Farnham patent the stamp book now 
used by the department. 
The bureau of engrav- 


ing and printing evolved methods for its manu- 
facture and the post office department began the 
public sale of two-cent stamps in book form. 


Farnham wants the alleged profits of the gov- 


ernment on the sale of the stamp books during the 
ten-year period from 1900 to 1910. The govern- 
ments sells 12 two-cent stamps for a quarter 
charging one cent for the book. The contention is 
that the profits on the sale of the books during the 
ten years have exceeded a million dollars. 


Farnham's attorneys have appealed to the 


preme court, where a final decision is now expected. 


Another Interesting suit is that brought by .the 


contractor who constructed lock and dam No. 37 
Ohio river, which cost, approximately, $1,250,000 
The contractor wants an additional $147,000. I 


This lock and dam is located about ten mjles 


below Cincinnati and at the time of its comple 
tion about five years ago was the largest movable, 
as 'distinguished from the stationary, dam in the 
world, being 900 feet across the navigable pass 
alone, with the lock on the Ohio side and three 
bear traps each 80 feet wide on the Kentucky 
side of the rive-, A bear trap consists of two 
concrete piers cr walls with wooden shutters at 
each end hinged to the bottom of the dam 
structure. 


The shutters may be raised or lowered for the 


purpose of allowing surplus water to escape, tb.ua 
obviating the continual raising and lowering of 
the dam proper in the navigable pass. The dam 
is movable, in that its construction Is of Chanoine 
weirs, which consist of wooden wickets about 18 
feet high and 3 feet wide, and are upon hinges 
substantially fastened to a sill embedded In the 
concrete foundation extending to bedrock. When 
up during low water the wickets in the navigable 
pass resemble a high board fence, and vessels 
then pass through the lock, and when the river 
rises sufficiently they are lowered and boats pass 
right over them. The suit grows out of the al 
leged misrepresentation by the government of the 
depth to which the contractor would have to exca 
vate to bedrock.

A submarine case involves $400,000. 
It hinges 


upon a string of patents on buoyance-regulating 
apparatus for submarine boats. 
The Electric 


Boat company Is back of the case. It claims "that 
tho Invention described and claimed in said sev- 
eral letters patent, and each of them, are and have 
been recognized to be of great utility and value 
in the construction and operation of submarine 
boats." The original inventor, Lawrence Y. Spear, 
assigned his rights to the Submarine Boat com- 
pany. It is carefully pointed-out that "Spear was 
the original, first and sole inventor of the im- 
provements," and It is then declared that the Unit- 
ed States has used tho inventions without license 
and has neglected and refused to pay royalty. 
About tho right thing for Uncle Sam to do, It is 
alleged, is to pay the Electric Boat company $100,- 
000 per submarine boat containing the Spear ap- 
paratus. At the date of tho filing of the brief, De- 
cember 10, 1915, four such boats were in use. The 
case, however, Involves a demand for another 
$100.000, for each boat built subsequently by the 
United States In which the Inventions are used. 


Land-grant railroads, under the terms of their 


charters, are required to carry troops of the United 
States tree. The question has now come up as 
to whether the National Guard when transported 
to the annual maneuvers In various parts of the 
United States "are troops oE the United States." 
As the test case stands the Southern railroad asks 
for $2,447.90 for the payment of railway fares for 
tho transportation of officers and men of the Ala- 
bama National Guard and the Mississippi National 
Guard from points In Alabama and Mississippi to 
the United 'States military post and camp at 
Chickamauga Park, Georgia, in 1908 and 1910.

It will set a precedent 
under which, if the Southern railroad is successful, 
other of the land-grant railroads will come Into 
court and ask pay for transporting the militia. 


The established practice of tho war and treasury 


departments Is that the organized militia when 
participating with the regular army at a military 
camp at joint maneuvers and field instructions are 
entitled to the pay, subsistence and transportation 
allowances of the 
officers 
and 
men 
of 
the 


regular army; that said organized troops when 
so transported are traveling under orders of the 
war department, and payment for their transpor- 
tation can only be made on the same basis appli- 
cable to the regular army. This would mean that 
transportation for militia over land-grant railroads 
would be subject to the land-grant deductions 
made for tho transportation of regulars. 
It is 


held that tha expression, "troops of the United 
states " as used in land-grant acts is sufficiently 
broad to Include organized militia when traveling 
under the orders of the war department. 


The court of claims has already held that the 


members of the. National Guard do not become 
"troops of the United States" until they are 
called out and mustered into tho federal service by 
the president. Hence, this court has declared that

To this judgment the department of 


justice demurred and is now asking the Supreme 
court for a review of the case. 


That little vest-pocket stamp book, with a dozen 


stamps in it, price 25 cents, Is the subject of a law- 
suit in which TJncle Sam is asked to pay more 
than $1,000,000 damages. It is declared to be roy- 
alties due the patentee of the stamp-book idea. 


The case goes back to 1898. In that year, 


through Senator Penrose, two models of a stamp 
book patented by Frank G. Farnhan, together with 
a printed pamphlet explanatory of the device, were 
referred to the then third assistant postmaster 
general. 
John A. Merritt was third assistant at 


the time and replied that "the department deems 
it inexpedient to sell postage stamps in the way 
proposed. 
However, after July 1, 1899, the then 


third assistant postmaster general, Edwin C. Mad- 
den, designed without knowledge of the existence 
of the Farnham patent the stamp 
book now 


used by the department. The bureau of engrav- 
ing and printing evolved methods for its manu- 
facture and the post office department began the 
public sale of two-cent stamps in book form. 


Farnham wants the alleged profits of the gov- 


ernment on the sale of the stamp books during the 
ten-year period from 1900 to 1910. The govern- 
ments sells 12 two-cent stamps 
for a quarter, 


charging one cent for the book. The contention is 
that the profits on the sale of the books during' the 
ten years have exceeded a million dollars. 


Farnham's attorneys have appealed to the Su- 


preme court, where a final decision is now expected. 


Another interesting suit is that brought by the 


contractor who constructed lock and dam No., 37, 
Ohio river, which cost, approximately, $1,250,000. 
The contractor wants an additional $147,000. 


This lock and dam is located about ten miles 


below Cincinnati and at the time of its comple- 
tion about five years ago was the largest movable, 
as 'distinguished from the stationary, dam in the 
world, being 900 feet across the navigable pass 
alone, with the lock on the Ohio side and three 
bear traps each 80 feet wide on the Kentucky 
side of the river. 
A bear trap consists of two 


concrete piers cr walls with wooden shutters at 
each end hinged to the bottom of the dam 
structure. 


The shutters may be raised or lowered for the 


purpose of allowing surplus water to escape, thus 
obviating the continual raising and lowering of 
the dam proper in the navigable pass. The dam 
is movable, in that its construction Is of Chanoine 
•weirs, which consist of wooden wickets about 18 
feet high and 3 feet wide, and are upon hinges 
substantially fastened to a sill embedded in the 
concrete foundation extending to bedrock.

up during low water the wickets in the navigable, 
pass resemble a high board fence, and vessels 
then pass through the lock, and when the river 
rises suflBciently they are lowered and boats pass 
right oVer them.

Dutch Establish New Mark. 


The drainage of the inland lake of 


35,000 acres formed north of Amster- 
dam by the disastrous floods of Janu- 
ary last has been completed, save for 
•one or two of the deeper "polders" 
or basins in the area in question. The 
construction and Installation of the 
giant pumping plant on the restored 
Znyder Zee dikes was carried out lu 
four weeks, and the actual pumping 
took anotber four, so that the problem 
of removing something like 200,000,000 
cubic meters of water was dealt with 
in 11 matter of two months only. So 
far as Dutch engineers are aware, this 
is an anequaled feat in any other coun- 
try in the world. The advance made 
by modern hydrographlc engineering 
may be gathered^rom the fact that af- 
ter the floods of February, 1825, the 
draining took nntil July, 1823, lasting 
thus n period of seventeen months.

The Preller murder occurred in the 


summer of 1885, in one of the rooms 
of the Southern hotel, St. Louis. Clar- 
ence Preller was a young Englishman, 
representing important 
commercial 


Interests. Brookes, tho murderer, was 
also an Englishman, of respectable 
parentage, but a criminal past. How- 
ever, until he met Preller on the 
steamship which conveyed them to 
America, his worst crime had been the 
theft of some property belonging to 
fellow-Btudents at a law school. 


Brookes, representing that he was 


a man of title, succeeded in ingratiat- 
ing himself with Preller during the 
course of the voyage. They journeyed 
to Boston together, and Preller, who 
was en route for New Zealand, by 
'nay of San Francisco, proposed that 
they should reunite at St. Louis. 
Brookes, passing under the name of 
Maxwell, engaged a double room at 
the Southern hotel, ana was there 
joined by Preller s day or two later. 


Brookes, or Maxwell, had learned 


that Preller had in his possession 
seven 
one-hundred-dollar 
bills, and 


had already resolved to murder h'im. 
On the Sunday after 
the reunion, 


after dinner, Preller complained of 
stomach trouble. 
Maxwell, claiming 


to have some knowledge of medicine, 
administered a hypodermic Injection 
of morphine, giving his victim enough 
to kill. Just as Preller was breathing 
his last the murderer poured a quan- 
tity of chloroform upon Preller's lips, 
completing his work. When the man 
who had trusted him was dead, Max- 
well -stripped the body and placed a 
suit of his own underwear on It. Max- 
well was short in stature, being only 
about five feet five inches in height, 
while Preller was much larger, about 
six feet tall. Maxwell's clothing was 
marked with the name of Hugh M. 
Biookes, and his obvious design was 
to have it appear that he had com- 
mitted suicide, or had been murdered, 
leaving the police to search for the 
dead man as the murderer. 


Brookes emptied out the trunk be- 


longing to Preller and thrust the body 
into it. Then, strapping and locking 
it, he put his own, as well as Preller's 
effects, into his own truck and retired 
for the night. 


The next morning he paid his bill, 


stating to the clerk that Preller had 
gone .out of town for a few days, but 
would return shortly, and that he de- 
sired the room to be held for him, as 
his trunk and effects would remain 
there until he called for them. 
He 


added that 'he had to leave that raorn- 


"Furlong," said 
Mr. Clover, "it 


looks as though Brookes will go free.' 


"How is that?" I asked. 
"Because," replied the other, "while 


there is scarcely any doubt that Max- 
•well caused the death of Preller by 
chloroform, yet he may have done it 
innocently, and if such is the case 
he could not be convicted of the mur- 
der.

ter over, to which suggestion they 
agreed. 
When my visitors returned

known to the police.

Thus 
Dingfelter left the jail unobserved 
He took a circuitous route to my 
house, where he remained until a lata 
hour, when I sent him to New York, 
I had instructed him to open a corre- 
spondence with Maxwell from that 
city, so as to get positive instructions 
from Maxwell as to what the wit- 
nesses were to testify to when they 
took the stand In his defense. He car- 
ried out these instructions to the let- 
ter. The correspondence was kept up 
through the medium of Maxwell's at- 
torneys, copies of the letters sent, and 
the originals that came back, coming 
into my hands. When the trial was 
called Dingfelter, or McCulloch, as he 
may now be known again, returned to 
St. Louis, his presence there being 
unknown to anyone except myself and 
Mess'.-s.

whose body was found in a trunk. I 
was arrested at Auckland. New Zea- 
land, and brought back here to St. 
Louis to stand trial, but I have been 
assured by my attorneys that I will be 
acquitted.

A. I was arrested at the Me- 
chanics' bank on the corner of Fourth 
and Pine streets, this city, by Thomas 
Furlong, who was afterwards assisted 
by a police officer, whose name I do 
not know. 


Q. Why, did Furlong arrest you? 


A. He was commanded to do so by 
the paying teller of the Mechanics' 
bank. 


Q. Why did the teller cause your 


arrest? \ A. Because I had presented a 
check bearing what was purported to 
be the signature of D. S. H. Smith, 
local treasurer of the Missouri Pa- 
cific Railway, cpmpany.

teller told Furlong, in my presence,

inquired the opposing counsel 


To which I replied that, inasmuch as. 
ntent is the essence of crime, and &", 
there was no intent to obtain monej 
or other valuables by means of the- 
check, 1 did not believe I had bepr, 
;uilty of forgery. 
1 pointed out, fur- 


thermore, that 1 had been at the banli 
on the morning when McCulloch pre 
sented the check, for the purpose o; 
preventing the teller from caching it 
n case he had failed to perceive that 
he signature was not genuine. 


Almost every person in the court 


oom had been of the opinion that 1 
lad got myself into seiious trouble 
by obtaining the blank checks aud 
causing one to be filled out and signed 
and presented. But after my explana- 
tion it was evident that I had 
re- 


mained well within the letter of tho 
law. 


The testimony was overwhelming 


against Maxwell, and the jury quickly 
returned a verdict of murder in tho 
first degree. It is satisfactory to add 
that Maxwell, or Brookes, paid the 
penalty of his crime by hanging.
